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NYC faces financial ruin 


NEW YORK (AP) — Hope 
for help from the federal gov ­ 
ernment dwindled by the hour 
today as state and city officials 
worked frantically to head off 
the econom ic 
crisis 
forcing 
New York City to the brink of 
financial collapse. 
May or Abraham Beam e said 
he had an “ open line” to the 
White House as President Ford 
m et with high-lev el officials, 
but in W ashington Ford’s press 
secretary said the President 
“ was not going to change his 
mind and send money to New 
York.” 
In New York, 
Rep. Peter 
Pey ser, a Republican congress­ 
man 
from 
suburban 
W est­ 
chester, 
said 
he 
telephoned 
Treasury Secretary W illiam Si­ 
mon to ask that the federal 
gov ernm ent adv ance the city 
$150 m illion in federal pay ­ 
m ents due later. 
He said Simon consulted with 
Ford and “ v ery plainly stated 
to m e that the federal gov ern­ 
m ent would take no action to­ 
day in the im m ediate crisis fac­ 
ing the city .” 
Efforts by the city to av oid 
default on its financial obliga­ 
tions by a 3 p.m. deadline, the 
closing hour of the city ’s m ajor 
banks, focused on shoring up a 
multim illion-dollar package of 


pension funds to m eet $453 m il­ 
lion in debt obligations due to­ 
day . 
The city ’s 11 major banks re­ 
affirm ed a prev ious agreem ent 
not to press for redemption of 
another $59 million in city notes 
due today . Fiscal ex perts said 
that without the banks’ agree­ 
m ent, 
the 
city 
would 
hav e 
needed that 
much more 
to 
av oid default. 


At the city controller’s office, 
a spokesm an said holders of 
$250 million in notes had al­ 
ready filed for redemption and 
that sev eral firm s, m ostly bro­ 
kers, showed up today with 
about $30 million more in notes. 
He said they w ere giv en recep- 
its say ing they would be ex ­ 
changed for cash at 2 p.m. — if 
the cash or its equiv alent is 
av ailable.

Albert Shanker, president of 
the teachers’ union, m et with 
Beam e, but the nature of the 
discussions was not disclosed. 
Shanker said, howev er, that he 
had not changed his position on 
the use 
of

funds. 
“ I deeply regret that 
one 
group is singled out when there 
are plenty of others with funds, 
and no pressure is applied on 
them ,” Shanker said. 
President Ford, m eanwhile, 
called a m eeting at the White 
House with his Treasury secre­ 
tary , budget director and the 
chairm an of the Council of E co­ 
nomic Adv isers to discuss the 
crisis. 
Ford has ex pressed strong 
opposition to any federal aid to 
rescue the city , and a White 
House spokesman said his posi- 


tion had not changed. “ This 
does not imply a change in pol­ 
icy in any w ay ,” the spokes­ 
man said. 
On bond m arkets, analy sts 
said activ ity was quiet and 
relativ ely calm , with m ost in­ 
v estors apparently awaiting the 
outcom e of the day ’s ev ents. 
Bonds issued by the Munici­ 
pal 
A ssistance 
Corp. 
(Big 
MAC), the agency set up to try 
to stav e off default, w ere trad­ 
ing a half point to a point low­ 
er. 
On the stock m arket, the 
crisis pushed som e New York 
City bank stocks broadly lower 
in heav y trading, while most 
others w ere off fractionally . 
Gov . Hugh Carey ’s press sec­ 
retary said banks and the Fed­ 
eral 
R eserv e 
Sy stem 
were 
being asked to stay open an ex ­ 
tra hour, until 4 p.m ., to giv e 
city and state oR icials more 
time to try to work out a solu­ 


tion. There was no im m ediate 
answer to the request. 
Prospectiv e default raised the 
danger of im m ediate, majoi 
disruptions of the city ’s life — 
m assiv e furloughs of city em 
ploy es, pay less pay day s, unpaic 
w elfare benefits, school clos 
ings and perhaps ev en a loss o) 
som e police and fire protection 
Som e 
financial 
anay ly sts 
hav e warned that default coulc 
undermine the stability of the 
nation’s entire financial sy stem 
and threaten the econom ic re 
cov ery . Others, including the 
top econom ic policy m akers of 
the Ford adm inistration, hav e 
disputed that v iew. 
Sources close to the talks 
with the teachers’ union said 
Shanker 
wanted 
assurances 
that the city would back off 
from such planned econom y 
m easures as teacher lay offs 
and w age freezes, but that he 
was rebuffed by Gov . Carey .

The search for conv icted kid­ 
naper Dennis D ale Hunter, 26 , 
w as concentrated in a pre­ 
dom inantly 
Spanish-speaking 
neighborhood on this city ’s near 
Northwest Side Thursday after 
the conv ict forced a truck driv ­ 
er to take him there. 
The FBI said Hunter, who 
took 
the 
trucker’s 
identi­ 
fication, “ m ay be attem pting to 
pass him self off as a Mex ican- 
A m erican.” 
Agents said Hunter abducted 
two persons while fleeing along 
Interstate 57 from Salem . He 
left W ednesday night shortlv 
after authorities abandoned a 
manhunt around the Southern 
Illinois com m unity in belief 
the" fu g itiv e 
had 
“ slipp ed 
through the noose.” 
FBI spokesm an George Man- 
dich said in Chicago, “ We’ll get 
him (Hunter). It took us 19 
m onths to get Patty (H earst), 
but w e got her. W e’v e got tim e 
on our sid e.” 
He 
said 
Hunter 
probably 
headed for the city “ just be­ 
cause it’s a large metropolitan 
area.” The FBI said he has no 
known relativ es or friends in 
the city . 
Som e 50 police and agents 


scoured a 
square-m ile 
area 
where Hunter was last seen, 
and an FBI spokesm an said 
Thursday night, “ We’re still 
ch eck in g out lead s (in the 
area). W e’v e had no indica­ 
tion h e’s elsew here.” 
Four other conv icts who es­ 
caped with Hunter from the na­ 
tion’s top security prison a 
week ago hav e been recap­ 
tured. After using an electronic 
dev ice to open the penitentiary 
gates, they stole a car and 
drov e to Salem Sunday , where 
the auto crashed. Three of the 
men were caught near Salem 
and 
a 
fourth 
w as 
arrested 
Tuesday in Indiana. 


The first word of Hunter’s 
flight north cam e from Henry 
Bollhorst, 7 9 , a janitor at a res­ 
taurant in Farina, 15 m iles of 
Salem . He identified the fugi­ 
tiv e from photographs as the 
m an who abducted him after 
work and threatened him with 
a wrench. 


Hunter forced Bollhorst to 
driv e him, but the janitor m an­ 
aged 
to 
escape 
when 
they 
stopped for gas about 2 a.m . in 
Rantoul. The conv ict fled into 
surrounding 
cornfields, 
and 
while authorities were organ­ 
izing a hunt in the area, he hid 
between the cab and trailer of 
a truck heading toward Chi­ 
cago. Later, he told the truck’s 
driv er he nearly froze in the 
nippy night air.

stopped in Kankakee to ask di­

Mendoza, who speaks lim ited 
English, told authorities that a 
man em erged from the com ­ 
partm ent when he reached Elk 
Grov e Village, northwest of 
Chicago where he was to m ake 
a deliv ery . The m an, identified 
as Hunter from a photograph, 
told Mendoza to driv e into Chi­ 
cago. 
Although police said Hunter 
threatened to kill the driv er, 
they added he did not display a 
weapon. 
When Hunter hopped out on 
the near Northwest Side about 
8 a.m ., he took $500 dollars and

Italy not a nation

ROME— Fiv e-times Italian Pre­ 
mier Giov anni Giolitte, asked if it 
isn’t difficu lt to gov ern Italians, an­ 
swered: “Not difficu lt at all. Only 
u seless.’’ 
This is y easterday ’s cou ntry as 
well as today ’s. In Milan the great 
modern, glass-glittering Pirelli 
bu ilding stands where Leonardo da 
Vinci wrote his Atlantic Cordex . and 
Giolitte’s observ ation is as tru e now 
as when he said it in the early 1900s. 
The present coalition is pu t to­ 
gether on a wing and a pray er; the 
produ ct of splinter grou ps who seem 
to believ e that the two essential 
things are policemen and mu sic in 
the piazza. 
In fact, y ou find the gov ernment 
compared to a sou ffle; its fall is as 
inev itable as it is total. Then follows 
recriminations, promises for the fu ­ 
tu re and, u ltimately , reconcilia­ 
tions. After a nu mber of false starts 
a new gov ernment of old faces, 
which ev ery one knows will collapse 
again, is formed by the sou ffle bak­ 
ers. 
In this sou ffle this capital ru ns 
hu ndreds of local gov ernments and 
three of the 20 administrativ e div i­ 
sions into which Italy is div ided. 
Rome’s au thority , howev er, is badly 


defined. 
The President of Italy is calm 
Giov anni Leone, 66. His name means 
lion and Leone is called here “the 
gentle lion.’’ Bu t the presidency is 
largely ceremonial and Italy ’s gov ­ 
ernment is a coalition u nder the pre­ 
mier. 
There’s a say ing here that if y ou 
hav e two Italians y ou hav e an argu ­ 
ment; if y ou hav e three there’s a 
new political party . The record 
seems to bear that ou t. There are 
eight major parties and an astou nd­ 
ing 31 additional parties. 
As a resu lt, this cou ntry doesn’t 
hav e a gov ernment; it has parties, 
factions, warring interests, etc., and 
the man in the street does not know 
where to tu rn. Who represents the 
gov ernment to him? 
This lov ely cou ntry ’s entire na­ 
tional make-u p is shou ting for a top- 
to-bottom ov erhau l by a gov ernment 
so paraly zed that it is u nable to 
change any thing. 
It is called the Repu blic of Italy , 
bu t it is not a nation at all. It is prov ­ 
inces, cities, contry sides, tribes, 
families indiv idu als—any thing and 
ev ery thing bu t a u nity . And the Ita­ 
lian nobility is a hodge-podge of no­ 
ble families and the late u pstarts en­ 
nobled by the Hou se of Sav or. 
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In politics, the Italians are Chris­ 
tian Democrats, M arx ists, Social­ 
ists, Liberals, Fascists-opportu n­ 
ists nearly all. This is a nation of an­ 
ticlerics where the politicians hav e 
manipu lated the Catholic Chu rch for 
centu ries and where there are so 
many laws—many going back to 
Ju stinian—that they cannot be en­ 
forced. 
There are 94 prov inces. This 
compares with 16 in West Germany . 
Each prov ince is a separate 
world; an Italian’s cou ntry is the 
prov ince or city where he was born. 
He will say he is a Neapolitan, Pav o- 
v an, Romagnole (the Romans call 
their langu age Romanaccio), Sard, 
Tu rscan, Venetian, Veronese or 
whatnot. Within Italy , he will nev er 
tell y ou he is an Italian. 
The incredibly v ast and growing 
bu reau cracy has actu ally become a 
third force. It has long since q u it try ­ 
ing to make friends with eiü ier the 
pu blic or the gov ernment and simply 
takes to the streets in its own disru p­ 
tiv e ty pe of civ il war. 
“Bu starella’’ (little env elope, its 
meaning taken from how the money 
passes) is the name here for graft 
and corru ption ex pediters hav e de­ 
v eloped. The Italians call them 
“ spicciafaccondi,” They know 
which officials to bribe, who to con­ 
tact to sign papers, etc. Their fee is 
whatev er they can get. “Tolleran- 
za’’—liv e and let liv e—the spiccia­ 
faccondi say . 
The dominant Christian Demo­ 
cratic party has ru led Italy for near­ 
ly 30 y ears throu gh center and left- 
of-center coalitions. Bu t Italy ’s 
Commu nist party , the largest in the 
Western World, got 32.4 per cent in 
the Ju ne 10,197 5, regional elections. 
This is a Commu nist party gain of 
4 .9 per cent ov er the 197 2 parliamen­ 
tary elections while the Christian 
Democrats slipped from 38.7 per 
cent to 35.6. 
The Christian Democrats mu st 
stage a great comeback or the Com­ 
mu nists can well be Italy ’s biggest 
political party after the 1976 general 
election—thanks to Moscow’s man­ 
agement and to Moscow’s glee. 
Now, homeward bou nd.

v esting :i.e., commercial feedlots, 
orchards, breeding liv estock, etc. 
I wou ld u rge rectify ing the 
present proposals so that indiv id­ 
u als who are v itally and phy sical­ 
ly inv olv ed in their agricu ltu ral 
enterprise are not swept away 
from the farm and liv estock in­ 
du stry along with those who are 
u sing it only as a tax shelter, with 
no other personal inv olv ement. 
These proposed changes will af­ 
fect many , many indiv idu als in 
the agricu ltu ral regions of ou r 
cou ntry , as well as those of u s in 
Northern Illinois.

Farmer's wife upset 


Agricu ltu re is Illinois’ biggest 
indu stry . President Ford and foe 
longshoremen’s u nion hav e al­ 
ready inju red farmers badly , and 
now a senator from ou r own state 
introdu ces a bill which goes an­ 
other step forward in this betray ­ 
al of the American farmer ! 
Farmers were promised by 
President Ford if they wou ld go 
all ou t for produ ction, they wou ld 
hav e free access to foreign m ar­ 
kets. We kept ou r part of the bar­ 
gain, President Ford reneged on 
his. 
The longshoremen’s refu sal to 
load grain was ru led u nconstitu ­ 
tional by the cou rts. What action 
is ou r gov ernment taking to pu n­ 
ish this illegal action? Can farm­ 
er’s file a class action su it to re­ 


cov er damages ($7(X) million a 
day according to one sou rce)? 
What abou t the damages to ou r 
markets for y ears and y ears to 
come? Brazil and other cou ntries 
are rapidly ex panding their pro­ 
du ction to fill the v oid left by U.S. 
political maneu v ering. 
Six ty per cent of the economic 
gains from farm ex ports occu r off 
the farm. More than 4 50,000 non­ 
farm jobs are related to the as­ 
sembling, processing and distri­ 
bu tion of agricu ltu ral commodi­ 
ties for ex port. 
Food prices rose 14 V 2 per cent 
last y ear. Farmers got 20 per cent 
of that amou nt. 
Lower grain prices will not 
lower food prices. If so, prices in 
the grocery store shou ld be down 
drastically from a y ear ago. Soy ­ 
beans are down ov er $4 a bu shel 
from a y ear ago. Corn is down 
ov er $1 a bu shel. Prices paid 
farmers at E. W. Hou ghton Elev ., 
La Moille, Oct. 4, 1974 were $9.18 
for beans and $3.7 1 for corn. To­ 
day ’s prices are $5.10 and $2.64 V2 
respectiv ely . 
What happens to the rest of the 
nation when farm income drops? 
With only 5 per cent of the popu la­ 
tion, farmers spend 20 per cent of 
the total dollars. M achinery , 
seed, feed, fertilizers and fu el are 
v ery costly . It take fiv e people 
working off foe farm to su pply 
each farmer and rancher with his 
needs and take care of the prod­ 
u cts the produ ces. When income 
drops, he mu st postpone bu y ing 
new 
m achinery , 
fertilizers, 
tru cks and other things that 
wou ld fu rther increase his effi­ 
ciency . As a resu lt of this, there 
are lay offs in the steel indu stry , 
farm eq u ipment, au to, ru bber in­ 
du stry and others. This has a rip­ 
ple effect on ou r economy far be­ 
y ond the percentage of farmers to 
ou r total popu lation. Cou ld v otes 
be the same way ? 
Embargoes, etc., may lower 
grain prices temporarily . Bu t 
what y ou mu st remember is 
this—any produ ct which is priced 
near or below the cost of produ c­ 
tion for too long will disappear 
from the market. If present gov ­ 
ernment policies continu e, how 
many y ears do y ou think it will be 
before the U.S. becomes a grain 
importing nation rather than a 
grain ex porter? 
The only way food and other 
prices will go down is for the gov ­ 
ernment to stop feeding inflation 
by spending more than it takes in.

Interpool overlooks 
some basic rights

WASHINGTON (N E A )- For 
more than 50 y ears the International 
Criminal Police Organization, Inter­ 
pol, has categorized itself as a big 
police force with little police power. 
Spokesmen insist Interpol is like a 
priv ate detectiv e collectiv e with 
u nits in 120 member nations, and 
whose au thority does not go bey ond 
the gathering and passing on of in­ 
formation between v ariou s police 
ju risdictions. 
Thu s has any q u estion of Inter­ 
pol’s potential for abu se been sou nd­ 
ly denied by Interpol officers; it can 
not arrest, it can not ex tradite, it is 
“merely a condu it for information 
dissemination.’’ 
In fact it is mu ch more than this. 
Giv en its ability to pu rsu e inv estiga­ 
tions far bey ond the borders of nor­ 
mal legal au thority , and giv en also 
its isolation from the official respon­ 
sibilities and limitations of state law 
enforcement, Interpol is in its own 
way foe most powerfu l and far- 
reaching police agency in the world. 
One distressing ex ample shou ld 
illu strate the point. Enter Moham­ 
med Sami, an international civ il ser­ 
v ant from Afghanistan, working u n­ 
der United Nations ov ersight and 
liv ing in Washington. Sami has filed 
su it against Interpol for $3 million, 
charging the United States branch 
with hav ing recklessly and illegally 
forced his arrest, detention and hu ­ 
miliation last su mmer. 
Sami, it shou ld be noted, and as 
will be shown, is an embittered man, 
thu s his comments on Interpol 
shou ld obv iou sly be read in that 
light. Bu t the facts of his clash with 


Interpol USA, being heav ily docu ­ 
mented, are for the most part not in 
dispu te. Only the cou rts can deter­ 
mine if he deserv es compensation 
for his argu ment with au thorities, 
bu t clearly his complaint deserv es 
airing. 


As Sami say s it, and docu ments 
v erify , he was granted a div orce 
from his American wife in 1974 , and 
at that time giv en cu stody of his two 
children by a Mary land ju dge. “My 
wife howev er, wasn’t satisfied. She 
took the children and mov ed to Flor­ 
ida. I was allowed to v isit the chil­ 
dren, bu t only occasionally and with 
gu ards present. Last spring, on a 
v isit, I got fed u p with the gu ards 
and decided to take the children on 
v acation; so when we were alone we 
slipped away .’’ 


Sami’s decision to take the kids 
on holiday , u nwise at best, was u sed 
by his former wife as grou nds for the 
issu ance of a Florida arrest war­ 
rant. And in the second week of May , 
Interpol entered foe pictu re. No one 
is certain how Interpol became in­ 
v olv ed, bu t its right of interest is not 
in q u estion. An arrest warrant was 
issu ed for Sami, he was leav ing foe 
cou ntry , and u nder terms of Inter­ 
pol’s charter that’s all the informa­ 
tion it needed to become inv olv ed. 
The ex tent of Interpol’s inv olv e­ 
ment, and the ju dgments u sed there­ 
in, howev er, are at issu e. According 
to docu m ents, Interpol pu rsu ed 
Sami, merely a father inv olv ed in a 
domestic tangle, as if he were a he­ 
inou s thu g. Dozens of cables were 
sent to interpol capitals in Eu rope, 


not su ggesting bu t ordering Sami’s 
arrest. 
At sev eral points the cables 
sou nded as if they had originated in 
the U.S. State Department, rather 
than in a priv ate police office. The 
“USA will ex tradite,’’ Interpol ex ­ 
cessiv ely assu red in an “u rgent” ca­ 
ble to Rome on May 13, “please take 
immediate action to arrest Sami.” 
Ev entu ally Sami was arrested by 
German police and detained three 
day s, illegally , as it happened. In­ 
terpol had insisted Sami was a kid­ 
naper, bu t there is no ex tradition 
agreement for that offense between 
West Germany and America. More­ 
ov er, ev en if there were, Sami, be­ 
cau se of his U.N. statu s, was entitled 
to diplomatic considerations he nev ­ 
er receiv ed. 


In the end Sami’s gov ernment 
complained to the American gov ern­ 
ment and the State Department, 
nev er contacted by Interpol du ring 
the chase, issu ed an apology to Sami 
for his “illegal detention” and dis­ 
comforts. 
Interpol now refu ses to discu ss 
the Sami case, say ing su ch wou ld v i­ 
olate his right to priv acy . That right, 
of cou rse, was already v iolated 
when, as foe biological father legally 
entitled to the cu stody of his chil­ 
dren, he was chased half way arou nd 
the world by an Interpol claiming he 
was a kidnaper. 
“How cou ld they do it?” Sami 
asks now, shaking his head. “And if 
they cou ld do it to me they can do it 
to any one. Who are these people that 
they can do su ch things in the 
world?”

Inventory on President Ford

It is time to take an inv entory on 
President Gerald Ford’s first y ear in 
office. 
In those matters where he acted 
on his own, President Ford’s record 
is good. He su ccessfu lly v etoed sev ­ 
eral wastefu l spending bills. He re­ 
fu sed to impose gasoline rationing or 
price and wage controls, despite in­ 
tense pressu re. He was not stam­ 
peded into bailing ou t New York City 
with federal fu nds. 
Howev er, in those matters where 
he followed the adv ice of his two 
chief appointees, Vice President 
Nelson Rockefeller and Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger, President 
Ford has giv en u s a steady su cces­ 
sion of deficits at home and defeats 
abroad. 
His Administration has fu eled 
galloping inflation by giv ing u s foe 
largest peacetime deficit in history . 
That shou ld hardly be a su rprise, 
when Rockefeller’s record as (S)v er- 
nor of New York was to increase the 
cost of state gov ernment abou t 4(X) 
per cent. 
For the first thne in ou r 2(X)-y ear 
history , the United States lost a war. 


The fall of Sou theast Asia was the di­ 
rect resu lt of foe Paris Agreement, 
negotiated by Henry Kissinger, 
which let North Vietnam dou ble its 
large standing army in Sou th Viet­ 
nam, while req u iring all U.S. land, 
sea and air forces to pu ll ou t. The 
falling dominoes in Asia and the 
cru m bling alliances arou nd the 
world are foe direct resu lt of letting 
the Commu nists cru sh ou r allies in 
Sou theast Asia. 
While President Ford cannot be 
blamed for the Paris Agreement, he 
has retained the architect of this dis­ 
aster in near-total control of ou r for­ 
eign policy , military policy , and in­ 
telligence. 
Mistakes of ev en more far-reach­ 
ing conseq u ences were made when 
President Ford permitted Secretary 
Kissinger to write the script for 
Ford’s own shu ttle diplomacy . His 
Vladiv ostok agreement with Brezh­ 
nev permits the Sov iets to MIRV 
enou gh of their missiles to knock ou t 
ou r Minu teman missile force, while 
deny ing u s the right to bu ild missiles 
powerfu l enou gh to threaten the So­ 
v iet missile force. 
r 
President Ford’s trip to,Helsinki 


resu lted in an agreement which Al­ 
eksandr Solzhenitsy n called “the fu ­ 
neral of Eastern Eu rope.” This is 
becau se it legitimatizes the Sov iet 
inv asion and occu pation of 10 satel­ 
lite nations. 
The Helsinki agreement is based 
on a premise which is directly con­ 
trary to the Captiv e Nations Law 
passed by Congress in 1959, which 
commits the United States to su p­ 
port a policy leading toward the in­ 
dependence of foe nations u nder 
Commu nist ty ranny . This law 
makes it clear that this is not merely 
an altru istic v erbal gestu re, bu t that 
this policy “is v ital to foe national 
secu rity of the United States.” 


By his calcu lated snu b of Solzhe­ 
nitsy n, President Ford made it dra­ 
matically clear that he has chosen to 
rely on Kissinger’s phony detente in­ 
stead of an American military pow­ 
er to defend u s and ou r allies. Sol­ 
zhenitsy n stated ou r problem clearly 
when he said: “No, it is not any diffi­ 
cu lties of perception that the West is 
su ffering, bu t a desire not to know, 
an emotional preference for the 
pleasant ov er the u npleasant.”

On e altern ativ e to o u tright 
an n ex atio n is a metro p o litan 
tax in g sy stem like the o n e in 
Min n eap o lis. 
Un d er a law that to o k effect 
this y ear, 135 mu n icip alities in 
the area aro u n d Min n eap o lis 
an d St. Pau l sp lit n ew p ro p erty 
tax rev en u es o n a fo rmu la 
basis. When ev er a n ew in d u stri­ 
al o r co mmercial establishmen t 
is lo cated in o n e o f the mu n ici­ 
p alities, 60 p er cen t o f the as­ 
sessed v alu atio n is ad d ed to the 
p ro p erty tax ro lls o f the lo cal 
co mmu n ity . The rest go es to 
the o ther mu n icip alities. 
Min n eap o lis ex p ects $410,000 
in ex tra rev en u es this y ear as a 
resu lt o f the p lan . “Ev ery bo d y 
shares in the gro wth,” said 
May o r Albert Ho fsted e. “It 
elimin ates (tax ) d isp arity an d 
imp ro v es p lan n in g.” 
The n ew law, believ ed to be 
the o n ly o n e o f its kin d in the 
co u n try , is the resu lt o f p lan ­ 
n in g by the area’s metro p o litan 
co u n cil, an ap p o in ted bo d y 
which was established almo st a 
d ecad e ago to stu d y regio n al 
p ro blems an d which has stead ­ 
ily ex p an d ed its p o wers. 
Ho fsted e said that regio n al 
tax atio n is feasible fo r o ther 
areas.

State sup erintend ent of ed ucation says: 


Inflation is biggest single enemy of school budgets 


(Editor’s note: The amou nt 
of state tax money distribu t­ 
ed to local schools has more 
than dou bled in the past 10 
y ears, althou gh there hav e 
been fewer children to edu ­ 
cate each of the last fiv e. Why 
has edu cation become so 
mu ch more ex pensiv e? Is all 
the spending doing any good? 
The state’s top school official 
tackles these q u estions in this 
special Associated Press re­ 
port.)

SPRINGFIELD, 111. (AP) - 
Inflation is the single most im- 
poratnt factor the six -fold in­ 
crease in state money spent for 
edu cation ov er the last 10 
y ears, according to the state’s 
chief school officer. 
Granted, there are more stu ­ 
dents this y ear than in 1965, bu t 
enrollment lev eled off in 1971 
and has been declining since 
then at the rate of 1 to 2 per 
cent a y ear. 
Tlie rate of inflation, which 


recently has climbed to 10 per 
cent, has far ou tstripped any 
cost sav ings realized throu gh 
declining enrollment, say s Jo­ 
seph Cronin, state su perinten­ 
dent of edu cation. 
Most of any school district’s 
bu dget, rou ghly 70 to 80 per 
cent on the av erage, goes for 
salaries, 
which 
hav e 
been 
pu shed u pward by inflation and 
the increased effectiv eness of 
organized 
teachers’ 
u nions, 
Cronin said in an interv iew. 
Wages and the rising costs of 
u tilities, bu ildings, su pplies and 
eq u ipment all hav e contribu ted 
to the ballooning of elementary 
and secondary edu cation in Il­ 
linois into a mu lti-billion dollar 
bu siness. 
“More money these day s 
means inflation,’’ Cronin said. 
“Ju st allows u s to ru n in 
place.’’ 
Officials in the Office of Edu ­ 
cation cited two other factors 
which hav e contribu ted to sky ­ 
rocketing state costs of edu ca­ 
tion: 
—The school aid formu la. 


First implemented in 1973, the 
“resou rce eq u alizer” formu la 
was intended to distribu te a 
proportionally larger amou nt of 
state money to poorer districts. 
Officials say implementation of 
the formu la alone costs the 
state some $600 million. 
—More 
special 
edu cation 
grant programs. The state has 
agreed to reimbu rse local dis­ 
tricts for certain programs for 
the 
handicapped, 
bilingu al 
classes, transportation, school 
lu nches, driv er’s training and 
others. The General Assembly 
has added to these programs in 
recent y ears, officials say . 
The rising lev el of state su p­ 
port for local schools, and the 
General Assembly ’s willingness 
to prov ide it, hav e set the stage 
for a pitched battle in the legis­ 
latu re’s fall v eto session which 
begins Wednesday . 
And the monthly state aid 
pay ment that goes to local 
school districts—nearly $100 
million—contribu tes 
to 
the 
drain on the state’s general 
rev enu e 
fu nd, 
and 
cau sed 


seriou s concern earlier this 
month when the state’s treas­ 
u ry dropped dangerou sly low. 
Citing lower rev enu e esti­ 
mates cau sed by a slu mping 
national economy .

has promised to av oid. 
Bu t what has the tax pay er 
receiv ed in retu rn for these me­ 
teoric increases in the money 
spent to edu cate the state’s 
children? Does more money 
mean higher q u ality edu cation? 
The drop in enrollment with­ 
ou t a parallel redu ction in 
teachers has meant an av erage 
teacher-to-pu pil 
ratio 
has 
dropped from 1 to 24 to 1 to 20, 
Cronin said. 
Does a smaller class mean 
the child will learn more? 


“Tne research is v ery wobbly 
on that,” he said. “Most teach­ 
ers feel it’s better when class 
sizes are smaller. Most parents 
feel that the chance for indiv id­ 
u alized instru ction is better. 
Bu t 
the 
research 
is 
in­ 
conclu siv e.” 
Do higher paid teachers and 
administrators add to the q u ali­ 
ty of edu cation? 
“For 
many , many 
y ears 
teachers were u nderpaid,” Cro­ 
nin said. “Since 1965 they hav e 
mov ed into brackets where 
they were adeq u ately paid. 
Now they are in danger of slip­ 
ping behind, casu alties of in­ 
flation.” 
A u nion leader, whose pri­ 
mary interest is adeq u ate sala­ 
ries for teachers, complains 
that not enou gh of the in­ 
creased 
edu cational 
dollars 
hav e gone where they are 
needed. 
“While the school aid formu la 
has increased, the money has 
not necessarily gone to the 
classroom,” said Woody Lee, 
president of the 8 0,000-member 


Illinois Edu cation Association. 
“There is a great deal of ad- 
minsitrativ e waste on the local 
lev el,” Lee said. “They keep 
adding more administrators, di­ 
rectors, 
coordinators, 
class­ 
rooms.” 
Office of Eklu caiion research­ 
ers report that the av erage 
downstate 
teacher’s 
¡annu al 
salar>’ rose from $6,145 in 1963 
to $12,325 in 1974, more than a 
100 per cent increase. 
Cronin say s these increases 
hav e been absolu tely neces­ 
sary 
“We hav e had a fantastic 
tu rnov er in the teacher profes­ 
sions,” he said. “We hav e had 
an ou tmigration of thou sands of 
men who stay ed in teaching for 
two or three or fou r y ears and 
then got into insu rance and 
bu siness or got a law degree 
becau se they cou ldn’t make a 
liv ing. If we want ou tstanding 
men and women to stay in 
teaching, we’v e got to pay a de­ 
cent salary . And this is work­ 
ing. We’re beginning to hold 
men and women longer.” 


P oet of H is R ace 
Du ring the last decade of the 19th Centu ry a y ou ng 
man wrote three books of poetry .

oy LAWRENCE LAMB, M.D. 
DEAR DR. LAMB— I h ave a 
sligh tly pudgy 6 -y ear-old boy 
wh o needs to lose about eigh t 
pounds, according to h is pedia­ 
trician. My problem is h ow to 
limit h is diet with out overdoing 
it or leaving out any important 
elements. Teach ing h im long 
range eating h abits in addition 
to losing th is eigh t pounds is my 
goal. 
We started h is diet last week 
by limiting h im to one glass of 
skim milk or juice with meals 
(unlimited water after th at), 
dropping second h elpings, and 
keeping h is dessert portions 
tiny . After sch ool snacks h ave 
been fruits, four ounces of fruit­ 
ed y ogurt, or a h andful of 
sh elled or dry roast peanuts or 
ch eese. 
Wh at added suggestions can 
y ou give me for managing h is 
diet? How many calories are 
minimum for h im at 4 feet and 
6 6 pounds? 
DEAR R EA D ER - Yes, for 
h is age and h eigh t h e is a little 
ch ubby . You will do h im an 
enormous favor if y ou control 
h is weigh t now. It could h elp 
h im prevent an obesity problem 


later in life. 
Th ere is no magic number of 
calories, but I would try to give 
h im at least 1200 calories a day . 
We can reduce adults on a bal­ 
anced diet of 1200 calories 
daily . Th e important point is to 
see if h e is actually losing fat 
from under h is skin and at th e 
same time give h im all th e es­ 
sentials. 
You need to be sure h e is get­ 
ting enough minerals, particu­ 
larly calcium for th at growing 
skeleton, and vitamins. And be- 
sure h e gets enough complete 
protein to provide all th e essen­ 
tial amino acids. 
He needs 34 grams of protein 
a day (Recommended Daily Al­ 
lowance, 
19 74). 
An 8 -ounce 
glass of fortified skim milk will 
contain 10 grams of good pro­ 
tein. A pound of raw meat, 
ch icken or fish , after removal 
of fat and bone so it is edible 
weigh t, will contain 100 grams 
of good protein. On th at basis 
y ou can figure h ow much forti­ 
fied skim milk and meat prod­ 
ucts to give h im daily . He needs 
800 grams of calcium and two 
glasses of fortified skim milk 
will only provide 700 grams of 


it, so I would include two glass­ 
es of fortified skim milk a day . 
Th at plus one 3V2-ounce serv­ 
ing of m eat or h alf th at amoupt 
twice a day will meet h is pro­ 
tein req uirements and, with a 
little calcium from oth er foods, 
will probably meet h is needs. 
You sh ould eliminate all con 
centrated sweets. Th ose pea­ 
nuts, even dry roasted, are 
loaded with calories, and, oth er 
th an cottage ch eese, ch eese is 
loaded with calories and 80 per 
cent of th e calories are fat. 
Stress cereals, bulk vegetables, 
fruit, lean meats and fortified 
skim milk. 
Now studies h ave sh own th at 
diet control of obesity alone in 
ch ildren may not prevent adult 
obesity . In animals it appears 
th at ph y sical activity is th e m a­ 
jor factor. If y ou want to pro­ 
tect y our son from adult obesity 
problems y ou sh ould set up a 
regular ph y sical activity pro­ 
gram for h im now and be sure 
h e gets plenty of it on a daily 
basis. Encourage h im to enjoy 
ph y sical activity by teach ing 
h im games and activities th at 
req uire it.

N EW YO RK (A P) — Last 
week’s Nielsens brought great 
news to ABC. Not only were 
seven ABC shows among the 
nation’s 20 highest-rated eve­ 
ning programs, the network 
also was No. 1 in the week’s 
ratings averages. 
It was the first time this had 
happened in the new television 
season for ABC, traditionally 
No. 3 in the weekly ratings av­ 
erages. 
CBS, traditionally the front- 
runner in those averages the 
past 20 years, slipped to an un­ 
usual third place last week, but 
remained No. 1 in the over-all 
weekly averages logged in the 
first five weeks of the new sea­ 
son. 
Tlie gospel according to A.C. 
Nielsen Co., while heartening to 
ABC, still had some bad news 
for the Saturday night variety 


show ABC sportscaster Howard 
Cosell hosts live from Fun City. 
During ABC ’s Monday night 
football game this week. Cosell 
was heard to remark that he 
felt his much-publicized variety 
show finally had “ turned the 
corner.’’ It had, but right onto 
a downward slope. 
It posted its weakest rating in 
the four weeks it has been on 
the air and got a measly 19 per 
cent share of the estimated au­ 
dience. 
Well, at least ABC says it’ll 
stick with the show for 20 
weeks. 
No such luck for C BS’ “ Big 
Eddie,’’ a new, low-rated F ri­ 
day night situation comedy that 
has been getting regularly clob­ 
bered along with A BC ’s “ Mo­ 
bile One’’ by N BC’s top-rated 
“ Sanford and Son.’’

TV produc e r a dv is e s : Sta rt a s a s e c re ta ry

NEW YORK (AP)— TV p ro ­ 
du cer Jacq u elin e Babbin , p ro ­ 
du cer o f the series, “Beaco n 
Hill,” say s that the jo b o f a TV 
p ro du cer is p retty mu ch the 
same as that o f a fo reman in a 
facto ry . 
Fo r o n e who se idea o f a p ro ­ 
du cer is a man who sits in a 
Ho lly wo o d o ffice smo k in g ci­ 
gars an d first sees his mo v ie 
the n ight o f its wo rld p remiere. 
Miss Babbin ex p lain s that there 
are two k in ds o f p ro du cers. 
“I am n o t q u alified to be o n e 
k in d—p u ttin g u p mo n ey , rais­ 
in g mo n ey , do in g great sales­ 
man ship an d p ro mo tio n . I’m a 
creativ e p ro du cer. I lik e to 
wo rk with the writer, dev elo p ­ 
in g the scrip t o f a sho w. Then o n 
the basis o f the scrip t, I hire the 
directo r. The three o f u s do the 
castin g. Bein g a p ro du cer is a 
to tal jo b o f o rgan izatio n —hir­ 
in g ev ery bo dy , mak in g su re the 
sets an d co stu mes are right fo r 
my co n cep t o f what the sho w is, 
schedu lin g the sho w so y o u 
k eep the u n io n s hap p y bu t n o t 
gettin g in to a fin an cial bin d. 
“I go to a readin g o f the 
scrip t; I wan t to mak e su re the 
acto rs are fin e. I go to a ru n - 
thro u gh to see if I lik e what the 
directo r is do in g, to see if p er­ 
fo rman ces are u p to p ar an d to 
deal with whatev er p ro blems 
the acto rs hav e. The sho w 
co mes first; I’v e go tten rid o f 


acto rs an d directo rs. 
“In the stu dio , I may chan ge 
sho ts. If I do n ’t lik e so methin g, 
I get it chan ged. I mak e su re 
the lightin g is the way I wan t it, 
an d the p ro p s. If I wan t a reac­ 
tio n sho t o f so mebo dy , I tell the 
directo r. I’m u su ally o v er his 
sho u lder, y ellin g. 
“After that I do the editin g. 
Yo u hav e to do it by in stin ct an d 
ex p erien ce. I co u ldn ’t hav e 
do n e ‘Beaco n Hill’ 10 y ears 
ago ; I didn ’t hav e the ex p e­ 
rien ce.” 
The first 12 ep iso des o f “Bea­ 
co n Hill” were sho t du rin g the 
su mmer, with fo u r day s re­ 
hearsal, three day s tap in g an d 
two day s o ff. Miss Babbin , who 
dresses with p racticality in ­ 
stead o f high fashio n in min d, 
was described du rin g the sho o t­ 
in g as “the sn eak er-sho d, day - 
to -day mo v er an d shak er o f the 
o p eratio n .” 
She has been a free-lan ce TV 
p ro du cer sin ce 196 8 an d say s, 
“I’v e man aged to han g in in 
New Yo rk . Nin e-ten ths o f TV is 
in Lo s An geles. The o n ly thin gs 
left in New Yo rk besides n ews 
are so me so ap s, sp ecials, so me 
game sho ws an d so me v ariety 
sho ws. ‘Beaco n Hill’ is the first 
p rime-time n etwo rk sho w to be 
do n e o n New Yo rk in fiv e o r six 
y ears.” 
She was bo rn in New Yo rk , 
the dau ghter o f a do cto r; is di­ 
v o rced; v ery mu ch lik es New 
Yo rk . Tho u gh there are fewer

sho ws here, “I’v e n ev er really 
go tten in v o lv ed in an y thin g I 
hate. I did a so ap o n ce fo r 16 
week s; I lo v ed it. It tau ght me a 
lo t abo u t schedu lin g, which cer­ 
tain ly has p aid o ff n o w. I’ll tell 
y o u .” 
As to whether “Beaco n Hill” 
is really a so ap o p era itself. 
Miss Babbin say s, “So ap o p era 
has man y n au ghty co n n o tatio n s 
so CBS do esn ’t wan t to call it 
that ; it co n siders ‘Beaco n Hill a 
class act. It do es hav e man y el­ 
emen ts o f so ap o p era. Bu t its 


characters dev elo p an d we 
ho p e they ’re mo re real.” 
Two q u estio n s Miss Babbin 
o ften hears, ask ed by wo men 
an d by b^in n in g writers re­ 
sp ectiv ely , are, ho w do es a 
wo man break in to telev isio n 
an d why aren ’t mo re u n k n o wn 
writers u sed by TV? 
“The p ro blem,” Miss Babbin 
say s, “is that ev ery bo dy wan ts 
to do it in a week . The best lev el 
fo r p eo p le to start in TV is the 
secretarial. If y o u ’re go in g to 
p lay an in stru men t, y o u hav e to 
leam the scales. I started o n a 
switchbo ard, way back when . 
“Ev ery bo dy wan ts to start as 
a go -fer. All a go -fer do es is get 
in the way ; y o u trip o v er them. 
Ev en gettin g a p ro du ctio n sec­ 
retary is ro u gh; she wan ts to be 
a p ro du ctio n assistan t.” 
Miss Babbin , o u t o f co llege 
an d n o t k n o win g what career 
she wan ted, to o k a jo b o n the 
switchbo ard at the Lieblin g- 
Wo o d agen cy . Au drey Wo o d, 
agen t fo r Ten n essee Williams 
amo n g o thers, gav e her so me 
scrip ts to read an d co mmen t 
o n , lik ed Miss Bo bbin ’s co m­ 
men ts an d gav e her a jo b as her 
assistan t at $12 a week . Miss 
Babbin became p ro du ctio n sec­ 
retary o n the Bro adway p ro ­ 
du ctio n 
o f 
W illiam s’ 
“ A 
S treetcar Named D esire,” 
wo rk ed u p to assistan t to the 
p ro du cer an d wen t aro u n d with 
a chau ffeu r an d driv er to thrift 
sho p s, bu y in g co stu mes. 


A writer reco mmen ded to 
Dav id Su ssk in d that he hire 
Miss Babbin as a scrip t edito r 
fo r his Talen t Asso ciates, an d 
she wen t to wo rk fo r him in 
1954, do in g her first p ro du cin g 
fo r him, in 196 3 . 


“Wo rk in g in telev isio n , p ay ­ 
in g y o u r du es, y o u r n atu ral 
ben t will ev en tu ally lead y o u to 
what y o u do best. I en ded u p as 
a p ro du cer becau se I had a 
thin g fo r scrip ts. I disco v ered I 
was a go o d edito r. I wan ted to 
p ro tect the writers I was wo rk ­ 
in g with an d I became a p ro ­ 
du cer.” 


The series “Beaco n Hill” 
co u ld ru n three to fiv e y ears. 
Miss Babbin thin k s. “Un fo rtu ­ 
n ately o n this first gro u p , I 
didn ’t hav e time to wo rk with 
n ew writers. I u sed o ld p ro s I’v e 
wo rk ed with befo re, so we co u ld 
talk in a k in d o f sho rthan d. 
“Man y n ew dram atists lo o k 
do wn o n TV. It is a co mmercial 
mediu m. The adv ertisers are 
p ay in g the bills. I o n ce tau ght a 
co llege co u rse o n writin g fo r TV 
an d screen . They wro te scrip ts. 
I said, ‘Who ’s go in g to lo o k at 
it?’ They ’d say , ‘I do n ’t care. 
It’s what I wan t to say .’ Yo u 
can n o t do that in TV. 
“If a y o u n g p lay wright is 
willin g to write o n sp ecu latio n , 
I still read almo st an y thin g 
an y o n e writes. An agen t sen t 
me so me o f o n e y o u n g w riter’s 
stu ff. I’d n ev er heard o f him.
